Michael  Rutter  was  the    son  of  ^^^^  and  Elizabeth 
Rutter,  U.E.L.  He  was  "horn  in  Adolphustown  Twn.  about  178?. 

The  oficial  records  of  Adolphustown  whi^Vi  contained 
the  annual  census  for  the  years  1.79^  to  1822  inclusive 
(Napanee  Museum,  Napanee,  Ont.)  shows  that  Michael  was  living 
in  Adolphustown  in  1820  and  1822,  and  had  four  children, 
three  sons  and  one  daughter.

1.  Oeorgo  Gutter  had  no  recorded  family  when  he  was  listed  as  a  settler 
In   -Vfolphustotm  in  October,,  l?3!w  i.or  is  there  any  locution  of  his 
having  a  family.  Be  may  well  have  married  in  the  period  Oct.,  17  I  , 
and  the  Vrival  of  the  ^ev.  John  Langhorn,    Anglican  lis  denary,  in 
October,  17°7.  During  this  interval,  marriages  were  performed  by  the 
Administrative  Officers  chosen  until  suitable  arrangements  could  be 
vie  for  civil  authority.  Therefore,  he  may  have  married  a  relative 
of  BOB  loyalist.,   at  the  hands  of  i-ajor  Van   Ustine.  If  that  be  so, 
then  the  surnane  of  ALi7abet,h  might  be  most  difficult  to  ascertain. 

2.  It  is  evtremely  unlikely  that  Gutter's  wife,  if  they  were  married  before 

Sept.,  17pO,    (when  the  grout)  came  from  mm  vork  by  sea)  was  left 
behind,    and  came  on  later*  If  she  did,   alie  must  have  come  hj  land — 
a  three  hundred  journey. 

3.  As  "Mtter  wm  3b  years  of  age  in  17P>U,  he  may  have  been  married  before 

1783,    and  ftsj  hove  lost  his  wife,  only  to  re-marry  in  the  period 

17-?-17"7.

Thus,  you  will  see,  I  hope,   nrood  reasons  why  I  recall 
my  promise.  The  search  in  item  £  might  take  more  hours  than  I  wish  to  allot 
to  yon.     oreover,   if  the  fee  variod  fro         .  >0  to     £.0     per  hour,  it  might  be 
more  than  you  cared  to  undertake.  So,  r>erhaps  it  x/ould  be  wiser  for  you  to 
tackle  this  on  your  o<.oi  at  some  later   h^te.  If  you  do  this,  I  can  give  you 
some  pointers,   inning  that  I  have  visited  there  bi annually  for  30  years.

Mr.  Rutter  was  Dorn  near  Eslingen  in  the  Dutcny  of  WirtemDerg  in  Germany, 
and  emmigrated  to  wew  ¥ork  at  tne  age  of  16  years,  where  ne  remained  througn 
the  arduous  and  eventful  struggle  for  Independence,  warmly  and  sincerely 
attacned  to  tne  Royal  Cause. 

At  tne  peace  of  1783,  he  and  many  of  nis  Companions  in  Arms  proceeded  to 
Sorel  (now  William  Henry)  in  Canada  East  where  tney  remained  one  winter  and 
thence  tney  Dent  tneir  course  to  FredericksDurgh  and  Adolpnustown  wnere  the 
most  of  tnem,  as  U.  E.  Loyalists,  drew  lands  and  settled  on  tnem.  Mr.  Rutter 
drew  a  lot  in  Adolphustown  on  wnich  he  nas  always  resided  and  reared  a  large  family 

ne  has  for  many  years  lived  in  the  family  of  nis  son  John,  Dy  wnom  and  oy  ail 
its  memDers  he  has  Deen  treated  with  unvarying  and  tne  most  affectionate 
kindness  and  tenderness.  He  was  at  an  early  age  initiated  into  tne  doctrines

of  the  Lutheran  Church  to  wnich  he  has  through  his  long  and  consistent 
life,  steadfastly  adhered,  tie  was  oy  nature  of  a  cheerful,  nappy  dispo- 
sition, and  his  attachment  and  devotion  to  the  British  Government  was 
warm,  steady  and  unwavering  to  tne  hour  of  nis  eartnly  existence. 

He  has  left  five  sons,  three  daughters  and  a  numerous  progeny 
enjoying  ail  tne  comforts  and  necessaries  of  life.

Dear  Dr.  Burleigh: 

I  received  The  Loyalist  Gazette  yesterday  containing  the  Address 
given  by  you  to  the  Bay  of  Quinte  Branch  at  Napanee  on  March  3,  1965.  This  was  most 
interesting,  and  how  fortunate  we  are  to  have  you  to  bring  this  part  of  Canadian  history 
to  our  attention. 

I  am  sending  you  a  copy  of  the  petition  for  land  by  my  great  great 
Grandfather  George  Rutter  one  of  the  first  Loyalist  settlers  of  Adolphustown.  I  have 
a  duplicate  copy  so  I  won't  need  this  one  again. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for  the  letter 
you  sent  me  in  reply  to  the  one  which  I  wrote  to  Capt.  Rogers.  We  went  to  the  Synod 

office  in  Ki  ngston  and  I  also  wrote  to  several  places  in  the  United  States  ell  with 
negative  results  . 

John  Rutter  1828 — 1908,  Alexander  Rutter  1834 — 1898  are  buried  in 
the  Dorland  United  Church  Cemetery  in  Adolphustownship.  I  think  they  would  be  the 
Grandsons  of  George  and  Elizabeth  Rutter. 

Peter  Van  Alstine's  will  in  Osgoode  Hall  leaves  four  hundred  acres  of 
land  to  his  nieces  Ally  Dibrland  and  Scynthia  Van  Dyck. 

In  the  book  The  Settlement  of  Upper  Canada  by  Caniff,  there  is  a 
mention  of  Colonel  Stephen  Burritt  who  took  part  in  the  war  against  the  rebels,  being 
seven  years  in  the  army,  in  Rogers  Rangers.  He  settled  upon  the  Rideau,  the  9th  of 
April  1793.  In  the  same  year  was  born  Colonel  E.  Burritt  who  was  the  first  child  born 
of  white  parents  north  of  the  Rideau.  Tnis  interesting  fact  was  given  to  Mr.  Caniff 
by  Colonel  E.  Burritt  in  1867.  Colonel  Burritt  is  a  cousin  of  the  Celebrated  Learned 
Blacksmith  .  I  think  he  means  Peter  Van  Alstine. 


I  know  you  are  a  very  busy  person  Dr.  Burleigh  ,  and  I  do  appreciate 
your  taking  time  to  answer  my  letter. Thank  you  very  much
